Mailbox 
bandits  hit 
82  boxes 
and  counting

Harrison  County 
Sheriff’s  Deputy  Robert 
Peak  is  still  adding  resi¬ 
dents’  names  to  the  grow¬ 
ing  list  of  homeowners 
who  have  fallen  victim  to 
mailbox  vandalism. 

According  to  Peak, 
approximately  20  mail¬ 
boxes  were  destroyed  by 
an  unknown  person  or 
group  Tuesday  morning 
on  Upper  Curry  Road  and 
North  US  27. 

“The  incident  occurred 
between  12:30  a.m.,  and  7 
a.m.  Tuesday,”  said  Peak. 

The  following  morn¬ 
ing,  Peak  said  mailboxes 
located  on  Grays  Run,  Mt. 
Vernon  and  KY  32  W.  were 
destroyed  or  damaged  by 
what  he  believes  is  the 
same  group. 

“Currently  we  are  at 
59  for  the  total  number 
of  mailboxes  destroyed 
on  Wednesday  morning,” 
said  Peak.  “It  is  impos¬ 
sible  for  us  to  patrol  the 
entire  county  so  we  need 
the  help  of  the  citizens 
to  be  vigilant  and  help  us 
put  an  end  to  this.” 

Peak  said  the  person  or 
persons  responsible  could 
be  charged  with  third 
degree  criminal  mischief. 

Peak  also  said  that 
anyone  with  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  the  inci¬ 
dent  should  contact  the 
Harrison  County  Sheriff’s 
Department,  234-7135. 

As  of  press  time,  no  one 
had  been  charged  with  the 
vandalism.

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Browns  dash  in  baikmptcy  cast 

Kay  Brown  wants  Paintsville  home  exempted  from  sale

Creditors  in  the  Kay  Brown 
Chapter  7  bankruptcy  case  have 
filed  objections  to  her  claims  of 
exemptions. 

In  documents  filed  in  U.S. 
District  Court,  Lexington 
Bankruptcy,  on  May  24,  guard¬ 
ian  and  conservator  for  former 
Cynthiana  mayor  Jim  Brown, 
assert  that  Kay  Brown  should 
not  be  entitled  to  exempt  any 
assets  because  of  alleged  fraud¬ 
ulent  conduct  in  connection 
with  the  bankruptcy  case  and 
that  she  does  not  have  any  own¬ 
ership  interests  in  the  assets 


claimed  as  exempt. 

Included  in  her  list  of  exemp¬ 
tions  is  her  $800,000  home  in 
Paintsville  and  her  $50,000 
Mercedes. 

In  conjunction  with  those 
objections,  the  attorneys  cited 
general  background  of  the 
bankruptcy  case,  which  includ¬ 
ed  hearings  that  were  held  in 
Harrison  District  Court  in  the 
spring  of  2010. 

During  a  hearing  on  May  13, 
2010,  a  Harrison  County  jury 
unanimously  found  Mr.  Brown, 
who  had  suffered  a  stroke  in 
December  2008,  while  serving 


as  Cynthiana’s  mayor,  disabled 
and  appointed  Ed  Culbertson  as 
temporary  limited  guardian. 
The  court  also  revoked  Mrs. 
Brown’s  power  of  attorney,  pre¬ 
vented  the  sale  of  Jim’s  Grand 
Haven  Nursing  Home  and 
issued  a  status  quo  order. 

That  order  remained  in  effect 
until  a  permanent  guardian 
could  be  appointed. 

The  background  further 
noted  that  on  Oct.  4,  2011, 
the  District  Court  appointed 
Richard  Wehrle  as  conservator 
for  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Brown’s 
brother,  Paul  Brown,  as  health 


care  guardian,  rejecting  Kay 
Brown’s  petition  to  be  named 
conservator  or  guardian. 

According  to  the  document, 
during  the  Oct.  4,  2011,  guard¬ 
ianship  hearing,  the  matter  of 
a  prenuptial  agreement  was 
raised.  That  agreement,  filed  at 
the  time  of  their  marriage  on 
Feb.  2,  2008,  listed  Mr.  Brown’s 
net  worth  of  over  $114  mil¬ 
lion  with  a  monthly  income 
of  $80,053.83.  Kay  Brown’s 
net  worth  was  $236,000  with  a 
monthly  income  of  $3,000. 

Also  at  the  Oct.  4,  2011,  hear-

Benson  Road 
man  charged 
with  sexually 
abusing  children

Kentucky  State  Police  have  charged 
a  Harrison  County 
man  with  multiple 
sex  offenses  involv¬ 
ing  children. 

On  Saturday, 

KSP  was  contacted 
regarding  four  chil¬ 
dren  who  had  alleg¬ 
edly  been  sexually 
abused  at  255  KY 
1744  (Benson  Road). 

After  interviewing 
the  children,  rang¬ 
ing  in  age  from  5  to  9  years  old,  and 
the  suspect,  police  arrested  Donald  W. 
Silcox,  55,  at  his  home  near  Kelat,  at  6 
a.m.  on  June  9,  charging  him  with  one 
count  of  first  degree  sex  abuse,  three 
counts  first  degree  sodomy  victim 
under  12,  four  counts  unlawful  transac¬ 
tion  with  a  minor  illegal  sex  act  under 
12  and  failure  to  notify  address  change 
to  department  of  transportation. 

The  children  were  taken  to  Harrison 
Memorial  Hospital  for  examination. 

According  to  Tpr.  David  Jones,  pub¬ 
lic  information  officer  with  Dry  Ridge 
Post  6,  the  children  were  occasionally 
left  in  the  care  of  Silcox.  Jones  said 
Silcox  is  not  related  to  the  children. 

Jones  said  there  could  be  more  charg¬ 
es  filed  pending  further  investigation. 

Silcox  is  being  held  at  the  Bourbon 
County  Detention  Center  under  at 
$50,000  cash  bond. 

The  case  is  being  investigated  by 
Tprs.  Jack  Gabriel  and  Jeff  Gabby. 

According  to  Kentucky  law,  first 
degree  sexual  abuse  is  a  Class  C  felony 
when  the  victim  is  under  12  years  old. 

A  Class  C  felony  is  punishable  with  not 
less  than  20  years  in  prison  nor  more 
than  50  years  or  life. 

First  degree  sodomy  (deviate  sexual 
intercourse)  is  a  Class  A  felony  when 
the  victim  is  under  12  years  old. 

Penalty,  if  found  guilty,  is  not  less  than 
five  years  in  prison  nor  more  than  10 
years.

You  can  have  one  board 
that’s  just  fashion,  another 
can  be  all  pictures  of  ani¬ 
mals  —  lots  of  furry,  fuzzy 
cute  animals  on  Pinterest. 
You  can  dedicate  a  board 
to  all  the  different  foods 
you’d  like  to  eat  or  the 
places  you’d  like  to  go  or 
the  celebrities  you’d  like 
to  meet. 

Planning  a  wedding? 
Forget  all  the  brides’  mag¬ 
azines,  which  are  so  last 
century.  Just  “pin”  what 
you  like  on  your  Pinterest 
board. 

You  can  build  a  virtual 
house  —  furnish  and  deco¬ 
rate  it  all  with  the  click  of 
a  mouse.

ing  it  was  written  that  no 
evidence  was  submitted 
to  the  court  indicating 
that  between  the  time  of 
the  Browns’  marriage  and 
his  stroke  on  Dec.  23,  2008, 
that  Mr.  Brown  changed 
his  power  of  attorney, 
his  living  will,  his  last 
will  and  testament  or  his 
life  insurance  policies  to 
name  Kay  Brown  or  her 
children  as  beneficiaries, 
or  even  that  he  had  added 
Kay  Brown’s  name  to  any 
of  his  business  holdings, 
including  certificates 
of  deposit.  There  was, 
however,  a  joint  checking 
account  set  up  to  cover 
household  expenses. 

However,  it  is  alleged 
that  Kay  Brown  set  up  a 
durable  power  of  attor¬ 
ney  four  months  after  Mr. 
Brown’s  stroke. 

According  to  court 
documents,  Kay  Brown’s 
actions  were  discovered 
by  the  temporary  limited 
guardian  and  that  at  the 
Oct.  4,  2011,  hearing  she 
tried  to  defend  her  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  status  quo 
order  by  testifying  that 
she  deposited  the  CD 
funds  into  a  joint  account 
at  City  National  Bank. 
However,  it  was  deter¬ 
mined  that  no  account 
exists  at  that  bank  and 
that  Kay  Brown  actually 
deposited  the  funds  into 
her  personal  savings 
account. 

The  document  also 
states  that  Kay  Brown 
paid  $80,000  in  attorney 
fees  to  her  cousin,  John 
Kirk,  which  was  against 
a  court  order  that  Mr. 
Brown’s  assets  could  not 
be  used  to  pay  her  fees. 

Then,  on  Oct.  17,  2011, 
six  days  after  the  con¬ 
servator  order  was  filed, 
Kay  Brown  allegedly 
withdrew  the  balance 
of  the  CD,  amounting  to 
a  $377,760.39  cashier’s 
check. 

On  Nov.  21,  2011,  Kay 
Brown  met  with  pro¬ 
posed  attorneys  Sandra 
Spurgeon  and  Erik  Bolog. 
She  also  transferred  the 
cashier’s  check  to  her 
brother,  Roger  Kirk. 

The  cashier’s  check, 
according  to  the  court 
document,  was  deposited 
in  Roger  Kirk’s  bank 
account  on  Nov.  21,  2011. 
The  same  day,  Roger  Kirk 
issued  a  $40,000  check  to 
Spurgeon  and  Tinker  for 
use  as  a  retainer  in  Kay 
Brown’s  bankruptcy  suit. 

The  court  document 
quotes  Kay  Brown’s  affi¬ 
davit  from  Feb.  2,  2012, 
“The  source  of  the  funds 
that  I  received  from  Roger 
L.  Kirk,  on  Nov.  21,  2011, 
and  Dec.  5,  2011,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  loan 
he  provided  to  me,  were 
from  his  personal  assets 
and  were  not  from  my 
assets  or  the  assets  of 
my  husband,  James  A. 
Brown,  either  directly  or 
indirectly.” 

Kirk’s  affidavit  details 
the  same  information  in 
that  he  says  he  provided  a 
loan  to  his  sister. 

On  Dec.  5,  2011,  Kirk 
transferred  $152,000  to  his 
sister,  which  she  used  to 
pay  an  additional  $150,000 
retainer  to  her  proposed 
counsel. 

It  is  also  alleged  that 
with  the  power  of  attor¬ 
ney,  that  she: 

•Paid  off  her  daughter’s 
$123,000  mortgage; 

•Changed  all  of  Mr. 
Brown’s  CDs  from  his 
sole  name  to  include  her 
name,  which  made  her 
surviving  owner  by  oper¬ 
ation  of  law  of  the  entire 
$5  million  in  certificate 
balance; 

•Gave  her  daughter 
$30,500; 

•Purchased  a  residence 
in  her  sole  name  in 
Paintsville  for  $800,000, 
for  which  there  is  no 
mortgage; 

•Had  prepared  and 
executed  a  deed  to  Mr. 
Brown’s  bank  in  Paris, 

Ky.,  which  was  valued  at 
$840,500,  and  to  which  Mr. 
Brown  claimed  he  was 
the  owner  at  the  disabil¬ 
ity  hearing; 

•Had  prepared  by  her 
attorney  on  Oct.  30  and 
Nov.  3,  2009,  22  deeds 
representing  all  of  Mr. 
Brown’s  real  estate  hold¬ 
ings  in  Harrison  and 
Nicholas  counties  and  a 
Ramada  Inn  in  Johnson 
County.  Those  deeds  were 
never  recorded  due  to 
having  been  improperly 
prepared.  Those  proper¬ 
ties  were  valued  at  $6.2 
million; 

•Purchased  a  $64,000 


Mercedes  on  April  19, 

2011,  in  apparent  viola¬ 
tion  of  court’s  status  quo 
order; 

•Changed  Mr.  Brown’s 
State  Farm  life  insurance 
policy  making  herself 
primary  beneficiary  and 
her  daughter  an  alternate 
beneficiary.  That  change 
was  made  in  September 
2009.  On  Dec.  7,  2010, 
she  is  alleged  to  have 
redeemed  accumulated 
dividends  totaling  $96,000, 
which  was  also  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  status  quo 
order; 

•On  June  23,  2011,  she  is 
alleged  to  have  redeemed 
a  CD  at  the  Deposit  Bank 
of  Carlisle  for  $524,966.37 
and  deposited  in  an 
unidentified  account 
at  City  National  Bank. 
Again,  this  action  was 
in  violation  of  the  status 
quo  order; 

•On  June  1,  2009,  Kay 
Brown  is  alleged  to  have 
had  her  attorney  prepare 
a  new  will  for  Jim  Brown, 
leaving  everything  to  Kay 
or  alternately  her  chil¬ 
dren.  The  will  was  alleg¬ 
edly  witnessed  by  Nyoka 
Peak  and  Tracy  McIntosh. 
However,  they  both  testi¬ 
fied  that  they  did  not  wit¬ 
ness  Mr.  Brown  sign  the 
will; 

•The  court  also 
acknowledged  thousands 
of  dollars  being  spent 
on  home  remodeling  and 
repairs,  taking  stock  dis¬ 
tributions  from  corpora¬ 
tions  in  which  she  had 
no  ownership  interest, 
numerous  checks  and 
wire  transfers  for  large 
sums  of  money  and  the 
unknown  whereabouts  of 
Mr.  Brown’s  Rolex  watch 
and  diamond  rings; 

•The  court  also 
acknowledged  testimony 
that  Kay  Brown  took 
Mr.  Brown  from  Grand 
Haven  Nursing  Home 
without  possessing  dis¬ 
charge  papers  or  proper 
medications  and  that  she 
did  not  have  properly 
trained  caretakers  at  all 
times.  There  was  also  tes¬ 
timony  that  even  though 
the  Cynthiana  and 
Paintsville  residences  had 
handicapped  accessible 
bathrooms  off  the  master 
bedroom,  Mr.  Brown  was 
not  allowed  to  use  the  one 
at  the  Cynthiana  resi¬ 
dence  because  Kay  Brown 
allegedly  didn’t  want  Mr. 
Brown’s  wheelchair  or  lift 
to  mess  up  the  new  floors, 
and  that  at  the  Paintsville 
residence,  he  could  not 
use  the  bathroom  off  the 
master  bedroom  because 
she  stayed  in  the  master 
bedroom  and  it  would 
awaken  her. 

Harrison  District  Court 
Judge  William  Probus 
issued  contempt  orders 
against  Kay  Brown  on 
March  16,  2011,  when 
Kay  Brown  admitted 
that  she  had  forged  Mr. 
Brown’s  name  to  requests 
for  certificate  of  title 
and  coerced  two  of  her 
employees  to  falsely 


notarize  Mr.  Brown’s  sig¬ 
nature. 

A  second  contempt 
order  was  issued  on  June 
23,  2011,  along  with  an 
arrest  warrant,  following 
testimony  concerning 
neglect  or  indifference 
to  Mr.  Brown’s  care  and 
that  she  refused  to  return 
him  to  his  Cynthiana 
home.  Kay  Brown  failed 
to  appear  at  a  hearing 
in  district  court,  which 
resulted  in  the  issuance 
of  an  arrest  warrant. 

At  that  time,  Mr. 

Brown  was  ordered  to  be 
returned  to  Cynthiana. 

Once  the  Browns  were 
separated,  Kay  Brown 
began  filing  lawsuits. 

Her  first  lawsuit  was 
filed  in  Magoffin  County 
against  Ed  Culbertson, 
who  was  serving  as  the 
court-appointed  limited 
guardian. 

She  withdrew  her 
Magoffin  County  suit 
and  refiled  in  Johnson 
County. 

She  also  withdrew  that 
case  and  filed  for  divorce 
on  Nov.  4,  2011. 

Her  divorce  filing  was 
dismissed  on  her  motion 
on  Dec.  6,  2011. 

However,  Jim  Brown’s 
attorneys  filed  divorce 
proceedings  in  Harrison 
Circuit  Court. 

Along  with  the  pend¬ 
ing  divorce,  his  attorneys 
have  also  filed  three  law¬ 
suits  against  Kay  Brown. 

The  first  suit  seeks  to 
have  the  new  will,  which 
was  prepared  after  his 
stroke,  declared  invalid. 

The  second  suit  seeks 
to  have  the  deeds  that 
were  prepared  under  Kay 
Brown’s  direction,  one 
of  which  was  recorded, 
returned  to  Mr.  Brown’s 
name. 

The  final  suit  seeks 
recovery  of  Mr.  Brown’s 
money  and  other  assets 
that  were  alleged  to 
have  been  taken  from 
Mr.  Brown  and  his  busi¬ 
nesses. 

Mrs.  Brown  denies  the 
allegations. 

All  of  the  cases  have 
been  put  on  hold  with 
Kay  Brown’s  bankruptcy 
filing. 

She  filed  for  Chapter 
11  bankruptcy  on  Jan.  13, 
2012. 

On  March  22,  2012  the 
case  was  converted  to  a 
Chapter  7  case. 

Of  her  recent  exemp¬ 
tions  filing,  Jim  Brown’s 
attorneys  object,  stating 
that  the  property  must  be 
hers  to  begin  with  before 
it  can  be  exempted.  They 
contend  that  she  does  not 
own  any  of  the  proper¬ 
ties  or  assets  she  has 
declared. 

At  a  March  13,  2012, 
deposition,  Kay  Brown 
asserted  her  Fifth 
Amendment  privilege 
and  refused  to  answer 
any  questions  regarding 
whether  or  not  she  signed 
Mr.  Brown’s  name  on  tax 
checks. 

One  check  in  question 
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A  tax  refund  check  made  out  to  James  A.  Brown  was  allegedly  endorsed  and  cashed  by 
Kay  Brown,  wife  of  the  former  Cynthiana  mayor. 


was  a  U.S.  Treasury  tax 
refund  check  issued  to 
James  A.  Brown  on  Sept. 
2,  2011,  for  $39,654.04,  and 
to  which  signatures  on 
the  back  of  the  check 
appear  as  /s/  James  A. 
Brown,  Kay  Brown,  R.B. 
Kirk. 

Since  that  deposition, 
Spurgeon  and  Bolog  have 
both  resigned  as  attor¬ 
neys.  A  new  attorney  was 
hired,  Peter  Brackney, 
and  that  he  has  also  with¬ 
drawn  as  counsel  for  Kay 
Brown  on  the  grounds 
that  she  terminated  his 


representation. 

On  May  22,  2012,  Judge 
Joseph  M.  Scott  ordered 
sanctions  on  Kay  Brown’s 
Chapter  11  attorneys, 
Sandra  Spurgeon  and 
Erik  Bolog,  for  their  con¬ 
duct  at  the  first  meeting 
of  creditors. 

The  judge’s  order  states 
that  at  the  meeting,  which 
was  held  May  11,  the 
attorneys  refused  to  allow 
Kay  Brown  to  answer 
numerous  questions 
posed  by  C.R.  Bowles  Jr., 
counsel  for  creditors, 
Wehrle  and  Brown. 


The  questions  related  to 
Kay  Brown’s  bankruptcy 
schedules  and  her  state¬ 
ment  of  financial  affairs 
as  well  as  the  sources  of 
funds  for  her  attorneys. 

The  judge  ordered  sanc¬ 
tions  of  $1,000  from  each 
Bolog  and  Spurgeon  be 
paid  to  the  U.S.  District 
Court  by  Monday,  June  18. 

On  June  12,  the  judge 
also  ordered  that  Kay 
Brown  file  a  statement  of 
completion  of  a  course  in 
personal  financial  man¬ 
agement.

Since  retirement,  Neat  began 
preaching  at  Bohon  Church  in 
Mercer  County  every  Sunday 
for  six  years. 

He  said  he  will  preach  at 
Sunrise  Christian  Church  as 
long  as  he  can. 

“I  plan  on  preaching  until  I 
can’t  do  it  anymore,”  Neat  said. 

Neat  delivered  his  first  ser¬ 
mon  at  his  home  church  in 
Adair  County  when  he  was  a 
sophomore  in  high  school. 

“It’s  (preaching)  all  that  I 
ever  really  planned  to  do,”  Neat 
said. 

He  graduated  from 


Cincinnati  Christian 
University,  which  was  formerly 
known  a  Cincinnati  Bible 
Seminary. 

Sunday  school  is  every 
Sunday  at  10  a.m.  at  Sunrise 
Christian  Church  and  worship 
services  are  at  11  a.m.  Neat  said 
the  church  currently  does  not 
offer  a  night  service. 

“We  would  love  to  have  any¬ 
body,”  Neat  said.  “We’re  a  lov¬ 
ing  church.” 

Neat  has  three  daughters,  a 
son  and  six  grandchildren  that 
all  live  in  Harrison  County 
and  attend 
Connersville 
Christian 
Church. 

“We  still 


have  a  real  good  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  people  there 
(at  Connersville  Christian 
Church),”  Neat  said. 

Sunrise  Christian  Church 
sought  Neat  out  to  be  the 
preacher  after  Timothy 
Humphries  left.  Planning  for 
Neat’s  transition  started  in 
February,  Neat  said. 

He  said  he  welcomes  every¬ 
one  to  the  church. 

“We  want  to  be  a  presence 
within  the  community,”  Neat 
said.

Fisher  went  missing 
Friday  at  10  a.m.  after 
he  left  home  to  go  to  the 
store  and  didn’t  return, 
Craft  said.  A  Golden 
Alert  was  issued  and 
Search  and  Rescue  began 
looking  for  him  Friday 
night  at  6  p.m. 

Rescuers  relied  on  eye 
witness  reports  and  a 
surveillance  video  from 
First  Stop  which  was  his 
last  known  location. 

Craft  said  employees 
said  they  saw  Fisher  walk 
straight  down  Locust 
Street. 

“Search  and  Rescue 
would  like  to  thank  First 
Stop  employees  for  sup¬ 
plying  their  surveillance 
video  that  gave  us  the 
direction  of  travel,”  Craft 
said. 

She  said  they  searched 
up  and  down  the  river 
bank  and  in  buildings 
that  he  could  have  gone 
into  for  shelter. 

A  search  dog  team  was 
called  in  and  helped  lead 
rescuers  to  Fisher,  Craft 
said. 

Craft  said  Fisher,  who 
has  Alzheimer’s,  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  for 
observation  but  appeared 
to  be  alright  other  than 
needing  his  medication.

Dr.  Brett  Hines  said  the 
event  will  be  July  27.  He 
said  it  will  feature  a  fash¬ 
ion  show,  poetry  slam, 
song  writers’  forum, 
entertainers  in  the  streets 
and  a  winery  all  in  one 
day.  Hines  requested  $500 
for  advertising  in  and 
around  Cynthiana  for  the 
event. 

Roger  Slade,  commis¬ 
sioner  of  public  works, 
said  if  anyone  wants  to 
take  part  and  help,  they 
should  come  Thursday  at 
6.m. 

“I’ve  been  amazed  at 
the  work  they’ve  done  so 
far,”  Slade  said. 

Mayor  Steve  Moses 


signed  and  declared 
Saturday  June  16,  2012, 
Cynthiana  High  School 
Day  in  honor  of  the 
50th  anniversary  of  the 
last  graduating  class  of 
Cynthiana  High  School. 

The  commissioners 
voted  in  favor  of  the 
Mayor  signing  the  KLCIS 
participation  agreements 
for  general  liability  insur¬ 
ance  and  workers  com¬ 
pensation  trust. 

There  was  a  first  read¬ 
ing  of  an  ordinance 
for  the  annexation  of 
Springdale  Extension 
comprised  of  3.52  acres. 
The  board  voted  in  favor 
of  annexing  the  land 
which  is  zoned  as  R2. 

Legacy  Carting  request¬ 
ed  to  reduce  the  required 
letter  of  credit.  The  board 
was  undecided  whether 
they  preferred  to  keep  the 


$100,000  bond  or  reduce  it 
to  $50,000.  They  decided 
to  not  make  a  decision  on 
it  at  this  time. 

The  board  voted  to 
change  employee  life 
insurance  from  Met  Life 
to  Lincoln  Life  in  order  to 
save  money  and  because 
it  would  give  employees 
a  $5,000  bonus  in  their 
benefits. 

Billy  Grayson,  commis¬ 
sioner  of  public  prop¬ 
erty  and  finance,  said  for 
Labor  Day  weekend  he  is 
interested  in  there  being 
a  community  yard  sale. 

“It’s  just  in  the  talking 
stage,”  Grayson  said. 

He  said  he  is  very 
pleased  that  people  aren’t 
tacking  yard  sale  signs  to 
utility  poles  around  town, 
in  accordance  with  the 
ordinance. 

Grayson  said  about 


60-70  pounds  of  tacks 
have  been  pulled  out  of 
the  poles.  He  said  it  helps 
the  appearance  of  the 
town. 

“It  really  means  a  lot,” 
Grayson  said. 

In  the  public  safety 
report,  the  commission 
voted  to  accept  a  letter  of 
resignation  from  Candy 
Sloan  in  her  part  time 
job. 

Gary  Brunker,  commis¬ 
sioner  of  public  safety, 
said  the  police  depart¬ 
ment  currently  has  14 
vehicles. 

“Five  are  of  concern 
to  me,”  Brunker  said. 
“Putting  police  officers  in 
vehicles  with  this  many 
miles  on  it  is  a  bit  of  a 
liability,”  Brunker  said. 

He  listed  the  mileage 
of  the  five  vehicles,  all 
of  them  had  more  than 


100,000  miles. 

The  board  voted  to 
surplus  a  2000  Crown 
Victoria. 

“The  fleet  is  getting 
pretty  thin,”  Brunker 
said.  “I  think  we’re  at 
the  point  now  where  we 
have  to  have  it  (another 
vehicle).” 

The  board  voted  to 
purchase  a  new  police 
cruiser  after  July  1. 

Brunker  also 
announced  a  fire  safety 
message. 

“I  would  just  like  to 
encourage  everyone  to 
clean  out  their  dryer 
vents,”  Brunker  said. 

He  also  brought  up  the 
discrepancy  in  gas  prices 
from  the  Lexington  and 
Frankfort  areas  com¬ 
pared  to  gas  prices  in 
Cynthiana.  He  said  he  got 
gas  for  $3.23  there  and 


said  gas  is  $3.59  in  town. 

“I  think  there  are  resi¬ 
dents  in  Cynthiana  that 
are  buying  their  gas  in 
other  areas,”  Brunker 
said. 

During  the  public 
works  report,  Slade  said 
they  are  behind  on  mow¬ 
ing  but  will  get  caught  up. 

In  the  public  utili¬ 
ties  report,  a  part  time 
employment  summer 
school  training  program 
was  announced  that 
allows  one  to  work  and  go 
to  school  at  the  same  time 
to  get  their  certification. 

During  the  mayor’s 
report,  the  board  said 
“no”  to  a  request  to  rent 
parking  spaces  in  a  lot 
off  East  Pike  Street  at  the 
railroad  crossing.

When  he  went  back  for 
a  three-month  checkup, 
his  doctor  gave  him  a 
clean  bill  of  health  and 
was  prepared  to  send  him 
on  his  way. 

But  something  just 
wasn’t  quite  right. 

“I  don’t  feel  well,”  Jim 
said  he  told  his  doctor, 
whose  response  was  that 
he  was  just  not  fully  over 
the  surgery. 

“No,  Doc,  I  just  don’t 
feel  well.” 

That  was  enough  for  Dr. 
Faluji  to  send  Jim  on  to 
Lexington  Diagnostic. 

Even  now,  Jim  smiles  as 
he  recounts  his  appoint¬ 
ment  where  he  would 
drink  several  different 
liquids,  then  wait. 

Jim’s  wife  Martha 
received  a  call  on  a  Friday 
night  telling  her  that  test 
results  showed  that  her 
husband  had  lung  can¬ 
cer  and  that  Jim  had  a 
Monday  morning  appoint¬ 
ment  had  been  scheduled 
with  Dr.  Victor  Ferraris 
at  the  University  of 
Kentucky  Markey  Cancer 


Center. 

There  was  a  spot  about 
the  size  of  a  quarter  on 
his  lung,  which  would 
require  a  lobectomy. 

This  surgery  was  also 
deemed  successful  and 
Jim  was  told  there  would 
be  no  need  for  chemother¬ 
apy  or  radiation. 

Jim  said  he  told  his 
doctor  he  was  willing 
to  undergo  the  chemo 
and  radiation  if  it  would 
enhance  his  chances  of 
the  cancer  not  returning. 

However,  he  was 
assured  that  the  surgery 
had  taken  care  of  the  spot 
and  no  additional  treat¬ 
ment  was  necessary. 

That  was  five  years  ago. 

“If  there’s  one  thing  I’d 
like  for  readers  to  know 
it’s  that  if  you  think 
something  is  not  right, 
don’t  delay,”  Jim  said. 
“Nobody  knows  your  body 
like  you  do.  Don’t  put  it 
off.” 

Jim  said  his  blurry 
vision  led  him  in  a  round 
about  way  to  the  cancer 
discovery. 

However,  if  after  his 
heart  surgery  he  had  not 
listened  to  his  body,  who 
knows  what  the  outcome 


might  have  been. 

“I  didn’t  have  any  pain, 

I  just  didn’t  feel  well,”  he 
said. 

Jim’s  wasn’t  the  first 
cancer  diagnosis  in  his 
family.  His  daughter 
Barbara  underwent  mas¬ 
tectomy  in  both  breasts 
and  is  now  a  nine-year 
survivor. 

Barbara  came  to 
Cynthiana  the  first  year 
after  her  father’s  surgery 
to  walk  the  Survivor’s  Lap 
during  the  Relay  for  Life. 

“I’ve  been  involved  with 
Relay  since  my  daughter’s 
diagnosis,”  Jim  said. 

Jim,  74,  who  is  retired 
from  the  U.S.  Air  Force 
with  a  33-year  career,  and 
wife  Martha,  a  retired 
school  teacher,  like  to  take 
summer  excursions  that 
end  up  at  national  parks. 

For  several  summers 
the  couple  has  vis¬ 
ited  national  parks  and 
worked  there  for  three 
months.  They  get  to  enjoy 
the  hiking  and  sight-see¬ 
ing  and  work  at  whatever 
jobs  are  available  in  the 
parks. 

“We  love  our  national 
parks,”  Jim  said  of 
his  visits  to  Denali  in

Recreation  board  may  no  longer  be  needed 


By  Ben  Hyatt,  News  writer 

A  special  joint  meet¬ 
ing  was  announced  at  the 
Harrison  County  Fiscal 
Court  meeting  to  discuss 
the  future  of  recreation  in 
Harrison  County. 

According  to  Magistrate 
Missy  Lutz,  who  serves 
as  a  county  representa¬ 
tive  on  the  current  recre¬ 
ation  board,  a  joint  meet¬ 
ing  between  the  city  and 
county  governments  will 
be  held  Tuesday,  June  19,  6 
p.m.,  at  the  public  library 
annex. 


Lutz  and  Magistrate 
Frank  Henson  have 
worked  with  city  represen¬ 
tatives  to  form  a  proposed 
Parks  and  Recreation  com¬ 
mittee,  which  would  over¬ 
see  recreation  in  Harrison 
County. 

“The  meeting  is  to  show 
the  city  and  county  what 
we  have  come  up  with,” 
said  Lutz.  “We  need  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  ideas  and  finally 
have  a  long-term  plan  for 
recreation  in  Harrison 
County.” 

Lutz  said  should  the 


new  Parks  and  Recreation 
be  put  into  place,  the  cur¬ 
rent  Recreation  Board 
would  no  longer  be  needed 
or  funded  by  the  city  and 
county. 

Lutz  also  brought 
before  the  court  a  possible 
request  from  HCAL  to  pur¬ 
sue  a  loan  for  beginning 
construction  on  the  build¬ 
ing  that  will  be  placed  at 
Flat  Run  Veterans’  Park. 

“The  idea  they  have 
is  to  take  out  a  loan  to 
begin  construction  and 
then  hopefully  have  more 


pledges  for  money  to  com¬ 
plete  the  construction,” 
explained  Lutz. 

The  feeling  of  the  court 
was  that  the  county,  at  this 
time,  did  not  want  to  be 
tied  to  a  building  that  was 
not  paid  for. 

“The  general  idea  is  if 
the  amount  needed  to  com¬ 
plete  the  project  was  only 
around  $200,000,  we  would 
do  it  but  this  is  much 
more  than  that,”  said 
County  Judge-Executive 
Alex  Barnett.  “We  want  a 
park  that  our  children  and 


grandchildren  can  play  in 
but  not  have  to  pay  on  the 
next  20  years.” 

The  court,  along  with 
3M,  has  already  pledged  to 
help  fund  the  building. 

Also  discussed  was  the 
need  open  bids  for  a  coun¬ 
ty  cleaning  contract. 

“Andy  Barnes  has  been 
doing  the  cleaning  for 
the  past  10  years  and  he 
does  a  terrific  job,”  said 
Magistrate  William  Fritz. 
“However,  we  were  told 
that  we  are  required  to 
bid  this  job  out  so  I  move 


that  we  open  the  job  up 
for  bids.” 

The  court  agreed  that 
anyone  interested  in  bid¬ 
ding  on  the  cleaning  job 
of  county  buildings  would 
have  to  undergo  a  required 
background  check  as  well 
as  any  of  their  employ¬ 
ees. 

Finally,  the  court  voted 
to  purchase  a  new  Chevy 
Traverse  for  the  jailer. 

The  vehicle  will  be  pur¬ 
chased  for  $27,500  from 
Frank  Shoop  Chevy  in 
Georgetown. 
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Over  2,400  sq.  feet  in  HMH  expansion  and  renovation  project

Hospital  administrators 
say  renovation  and  expan¬ 
sion  projects  should  be 
complete  in  October. 

In  January,  the  Harrison 
Memorial  Hospital  Board 
of  Directors  decided  to 
begin  an  expansion  proj¬ 
ect,  which  would  ultimate¬ 
ly  upgrade  several  parts 
of  the  hospital’s  infra¬ 
structure  as  well  as  the 
Wellness  Center 

“The  board  pondered 
the  idea  of  the  project 
for  close  to  a  year  before 
giving  the  go-ahead,” 
said  Hospital  CEO  Sheila 
Currans.  “We  are  delight¬ 
ed  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  add  some  much  needed 
space  to  some  areas  as  well 
as  addressing  some  of  the 
infrastructure  issues.” 

Currans,  along  with 
Director  of  Ancillary 
Services  Don  Wynn, 
explained  that  the  initial 
reasoning  behind  the  $2 
million  project  was  to 
replace  an  original  sewer 
pipe  that  administrators 
deemed  out  of  date. 

“The  original  pipe, 
which  was  placed  there 
in  1966  when  the  hospital 
was  built,  is  a  three  inch 


sewer  pipe,”  said  Currans. 
“We  have  experienced  a 
few  times  where  the  pipe 
has  nearly  failed,  so  we 
are  replacing  that  pipe 
with  a  six  inch  pipe.” 

Wynn  further  noted  that 
several  other  options  were 
considered  before  the  ren¬ 
ovation  was  started. 

“When  we  are  looking 
at  spending  a  large  sum 
of  money  we  always  have 
to  justify  the  cost,”  said 
Currans.  “We  ask  our¬ 
selves,  ‘is  this  the  direc¬ 
tion  we  want  to  be  mov¬ 
ing  in?’  and  ultimately  we 
decided  that  it  was  in  the 
hospital’s  best  interest.” 

The  project,  which  is 
currently  in  phase  two  of 
three,  will  add  over  2,400 
square  feet  of  much  need¬ 
ed  space  to  the  wellness 
center,  receiving  area, 
kitchen  and  dining  areas. 

Currans  said  one  of 
Harrison  Memorial’s  big¬ 
gest  drawbacks  is  the  lack 
of  space  for  storage  and  in 
the  shipping  and  receiv¬ 
ing  area. 

“Our  employees  were 
sometimes  handling  sup¬ 
plies  two  and  three  times 
more  than  it  needed  to  be 
handled,”  said  Currans. 


“The  new  flow  of  the 
receiving  area  will  hope¬ 
fully  put  an  end  to  any 
unneeded  handling  when 
unloading  trucks.” 

Currans  also  said  the 
kitchen  and  dining  area 
will  become  more  user 
friendly  for  hospital  staff 
and  visitors. 

“Don  has  worked  very 
hard  to  construct  a  lay¬ 
out  that  will  allow  maxi¬ 
mum  time  for  employees 
to  finish  their  meals  dur¬ 
ing  working  hours,”  said 
Currans.  “The  last  thing 
we  want  is  for  employees 
to  only  have  five  minutes 
to  enjoy  their  meal  after 
standing  in  line  for  15 
minuets.” 

Currans  said  new  walk- 
in  freezers  and  storage 
will  also  be  added  to  the 
kitchen  during  the  reno¬ 
vation. 

Despite  the  new  expan¬ 
sion  in  the  wellness  cen¬ 
ter,  the  expansion  will  not 
promise  any  new  jobs  in 
the  foreseeable  future  for 
any  wellness  employees. 

“This  is  being  done 
mainly  for  those  who  use 
the  Wellness  Center,”  said 
Currans.  “The  Wellness 
Center  continues  to  grow, 


and  being  a  district  hospi¬ 
tal,  we  feel  that  we  should 
have  enough  room  to  facil¬ 
itate  all  self-motivated 
Wellness  Center  users.” 

Currans  noted  that  new 
equipment  will  be  added 
to  the  Wellness  Center  as 
it  is  needed. 

“The  added  space  will 
allow  us  to  treat  patients  in 
new  ways,”  said  Currans. 
“We  plan  on  adding  netted 
areas  for  those  who  suffer 
from  shoulder  injuries  to 
practice  their  golf  swings 
or  high  school  pitchers 
to  try  pitching  after  they 
have  suffered  injuries.” 

Wynn  and  Currans 
confirmed  that  prices 
for  membership  for  the 
Wellness  Center  will  not 
be  affected  by  the  expan¬ 
sion. 

Prices  for  joining  the 
Wellness  Center  are  $20 
per  month  with  no  con¬ 
tract  or  $45  a  month  for 
families  with  three  or 
more.

It  has  more  to  do  with 
the  way  the  game  has 
changed  and  the  instant 
gratification-type  cover¬ 
age  that  sports  have  and 
what  that  causes  the  play¬ 
ers  to  become. 

I  like  to  remember  the 
way  basketball  used  to  be 
when  I  was  younger. 

When  a  pick-and-roll 
didn’t  mean  that  the  guy 
who  was  picked,  rolled  on 
the  floor  because  the  play 
was  so  physical;  when  a 
player  would  make  a  great 
play  and  head  back  down 
the  floor  instead  of  call¬ 
ing  attention  to  himself 
in  some  way  or  another; 
when  the  players  weren’t 
moving  billboards  of  tat¬ 
toos,  some  obscene,  or 
constantly  mouthing  or 
fighting. 

Individual  freedom  is 
always  the  excuse  for  poor 
behavior  or  being  a  bad 
example,  but  weren’t  Bill 
Russell,  Sam  Jones  and 
Bob  Cousy  free  to  express 
themselves.  They  just  had 
better  judgment  realizing 
that  they  were  in  fact  role 
models  for  the  9-year-old 
boy  in  Fennhaven.  It  may 
be  that  boy  writing  now, 
but  go  Thunder.

Furry  pests  in  the  garden,  barriers  best  bet 


If  you  have  a  garden 
chances  are  you  appreci¬ 
ate  nature  in  all  its  glory 

But,  sometimes  nature 
gets  in  the  way  of  our 
desires  to  cultivate. 

Deer  browsing,  rabbit 
munching,  squirrel  dig¬ 
ging,  bird  pecking,  mole 
trenching  and  resident 
vole  feasting  have  all 
come  up  in  the  last  two 
weeks. 

While  I  have  no  silver 
bullet  for  any  of  these 
problems,  I  do  have  some 
practical  approaches  to 
offset  the  shared  use  of 
our  gardens. 

Squirrels  are  notorious 
for  taking  one  bite  of  a 
tomato  and  then  throwing 
it  on  the  ground. 

In  some  cases  provid¬ 
ing  a  water  source  will 
temper  this  behavior;  if 
it  doesn’t,  a  barrier  is  the 
most  assured  prevention. 

Wrap  your  tomato  cages 
with  chicken  wire  to  pre¬ 
vent  access,  leaving  a 
section  that  can  be  eas¬ 
ily  opened  by  you  for  har¬ 
vest. 

Providing  a  water 
source  for  the  birds  will 
also  help  deter  them  from 
pecking  your  ripe  toma¬ 
toes.  I  have  used  shade 
cloth  similarly  to  keep 
birds  from  pecking  toma¬ 
toes;  just  wrap  the  lower 
parts  of  the  cages  up  to 
about  waist  height. 

The  most  frustrating 
thing  about  rabbits  in 
your  perennial  garden  is 
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that  they  don’t  seem  to  eat 
what  they  destroy.  They 
cleanly  slice  off  the  stems 
of  flowers,  leaving  the 
remains  where  they  fall. 

What’s  the  point? 

The  old  remedies  like 
sprinkling  baby  powder 
or  blood  meal  around  your 
plants  seems  to  work  but 
you  have  to  reapply  after 
rain  and  heavy  dew. 

Hot  pepper  wax  spray 
deters  anything  with  an 
excellent  sense  of  smell. 
I  have  rabbits  about  this 
year  and  they  nibbled 
my  young  pole  beans  the 
other  night. 

I  wrapped  chicken  wire 
around  the  bed  and  so  far 
so  good. 

Decoy  crops  like  soy¬ 
beans  and  red  clover, 
favorites  of  rabbits,  can 
deter  them  from  eating 
your  favorite  garden 
crops.  But,  really,  the 
best  and  most  practical 
defense  here  is  to  create 
a  barrier. 

The  question  of  field 
mice  and  vole  damage  has 
come  up  a  bit  lately  and  I 
think  part  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  is  that  people  mulch 


too  thickly  and  they  pile 
mulch  around  the  base  of 
trees  (which  you  absolute¬ 
ly  should  not). 

This  creates  a  cozy  envi¬ 
ronment  for  mice  during 
the  winter,  with  a  food 
source  right  in  house. 

This  time  of  the  year 
voles  and  mice  will  feed 
on  other  plant  parts  which 
is  a  little  harder  to  deter. 

I  rely  on  two  healthy, 
active  cats  and  at  least 
one  adult  snake  that  I  see 
around  the  house  from 
time  to  time  (another 
argument  for  getting  over 
your  fear  of  snakes)  to 
keep  the  mice  population 
in  check  (and  I  do  live  in 
the  middle  of  a  field!)  You 
can  also  use  peanut  but¬ 
ter  and  a  good  old  mouse 
trap. 

Deer  browsing  is  a 
tough  one  to  break. 

I  have  an  8-foot  fence 
around  my  vegetable  gar¬ 
den  but  everything  else  if 
fair  game. 

They  are  not  supposed 
to  like  prickly  plants 
(although  they  have  eaten 
some  of  mine);  plants 
with  aromatic  foliage  like 


Russian  sage,  the  true 
sages,  catmint,  and  cary- 
opteris,  for  example,  are 
not  favorites. 

Deterrent  spray  prod¬ 
ucts  work  unless  the  deer 
pressure  is  strong  (and 
they  must  be  reapplied); 
some  research  suggests, 
too,  that  using  fish  emul¬ 
sion  fertilizer  deters 
browsing,  especially  in 
the  vegetable  garden. 

Stringing  fishing  line 
about  chest  high  and 
ankle  high  (about  2  feet 
apart)  around  the  vegeta¬ 
ble  garden  can  deter  them 
from  entering,  as  well. 

The  number  one  pest 
that  plagues  many  gar¬ 
deners  is  the  mole. 

Learning  to  set  a  har¬ 
poon  trap  is  the  most 
assured  way  of  eliminat¬ 
ing  the  problem;  or  get¬ 
ting  a  dog  or  cat  with  an 
affinity  for  digging. 

Here’s  one  approach 
that  sounds  promising: 
ammonia.  Poke  holes 
every  five  feet  along  the 
tunnel  and  pour  about 
a  y2  cup  of  ammonia  in 
each  and  cover. 

Avoid  mashing  down 


the  tunnel  because  you 
want  the  trapped  fumes  to 
permeate  the  entire  mole 
run  to  chase  the  moles 
away  (into  your  neigh¬ 
bor’s  yard).  Or  they  may 
just  make  more  new  runs 
in  your  yard. 

Castor  oil  based  mole 
deterrent  products  will 
deter  moles  unless  the 
environment  is  particu¬ 
larly  inviting. 

They  love  earth  worms 
so  the  better  your  soil  the 
better  your  chances  of 
having  a  mole  problem. 


Grubs  can  sustain  a 
healthy  mole  population 
but  that  is  not  always  the 
problem  so  be  mindful  of 
using  grub  control  prod¬ 
ucts,  use  them  only  if  you 
truly  have  a  grub  problem 
which  can  be  determined 
by  slicing  up  some  turf  in 
stressed  areas. 

If  you  do  have  a  prob¬ 
lem  with  grubs  and  moles, 
look  on  the  bright  side  ... 
at  least  the  moles  are  rid¬ 
ding  your  lawn  of  grubs.
